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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Phelan et al 
(799). 

The patent to Phelan et al discloses an ultrasonic transducer assembly. The 
assembly includes an ultrasonic sensor (60) with two wires (see col. 2, lines 37-38), a 
rubber (epoxy resin) sleeve (12) having a chamber for receiving the sensor (60) and a

cone shaped opening, and a guide wave cone (44) provided at the center of the cone 
shaped opening and abutting the sensor (60). Claim 1 is so anticipated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fukuda et al ('357 A1) when taken in view of Phelan et al (799). 

The PG Publication to Fukuda et al discloses an ultrasonic sensor system that 
includes an ultrasonic sensor (3) with two wires, a chamber (27b) for receiving the 
sensor (3) and a cone shaped opening. 

The difference between claim 1 and Fukuda et al is (a) the instant claim specifies 
a rubber sleeve that receives the sensor, and (b) a guide wave cone. 

Phelan et al teaches an ultrasonic sensor assembly that (a) includes an epoxy 
resin sleeve (12) , and (b) positions a guide wave cone at the center of a cone shaped 
opening and abutted with the sensor for purposes of reducing the magnitude of 
secondary lobes in directional patterns and thereby provide a more desirable narrower 
beam (see figures 4 and 5). 

In view of the reduced magnitude of sidelobes and narrower beams of the 
system disclosed by Phelan et al, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
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modify Fukuda et al by inserting the rubber sleeve and guide wave cone into the 
assembly recess of Fukuda et al so as to achieve the advantages noted. Claim 1 is so 
rejected. 

Dependent claims 2, 5, 6 and 7 are further provided by the Fukuda et al 
publication. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Specifically, the additionally patents are exemplary of using 
equivalent "guide wave cones" in acoustic systems for reducing secondary lobes and 
narrowing the directional beams.
